the Wisconsin Cheesemakers' asso- 


v ciation and one member appointed 


by the- department of agriculture 
and markets to represent the public. 


Under the proposed plan, the com- 


mittee would meet at Plymouth on 
Fridays to suggest an F.-O..B. -fac- 
tory price for the following week. It

Softening Of The Brain 


Please explain what is softening 


of the brain? What causes it? Is it 
hereditary?

sane, which is in most cases a late 
effect of syphilis. This ^develops in 
middle life, sometimes in early adult 
life.
